It will no doubt eventually
transpire, however, that no such letter was
written by anybody.

Clarkson Visits the Seoretary.

Regardine the departure of the Blaines
from New York the following special was
received from that city: Seoretary Blaine
bad seats 12 and 14 on the car Emilia, of
the Pennsylvania Railroad train, which
lenves New York at 3:20 P, . for Wash-
ington, engaged for himself and Mrs
Blaine this morning.

BLAINE BOOMERS' PROGRAMME.

The Secretary of State to Be Voted for by
Delegations From Nearly Every State in
the Unlon—No Formal Presentation of
His Name Considered Necessary.

WASHINGTON, May 28, —{[ Special. ]—""Mr.
Harrison has hitherto left the management
of his candidacy in the hands of his friends,
and he will now give it his personal super-
vikion,” is the announcemeut of one of the
organs of the administration, and Mr. Har-
rison’s interview, sdmitted by his private
secretary to be anthentie, in which he says
that ““disappointed poiiticians will not rule
the Minneapolis Convention,” gives color
to the assertion that the President will take
& hand in the pulling of his own wires.

This may not be an edifying spectacls,
bat it may prove to those politicinne who
bave complained that the President ianota
practical man that he has apretty clear idea
of the practical maneuvering that is neces-
sary to secore a nomination. It is not often
in the history of the country that a Presi-
dent has gone personally into the business
of manipulating delegates, and when it bas
occurred it has usually been productive of
more harm than good to the actor. And if
Mr. Harrison was sincere in his exp
desire that his Cabinet ministers should not
nttend the convention or use their offices in
his behalf, why should he parsonally use his
office, ns his organs say he intends to do from
this time out .

Harrison Great Lack of Lenders.

To be sure, the President is bevond the
reach of Teddy Roosevelt and his civil ser-
vice commission, which is just now giving
so much trouble to Mr. Wanamaker, hut
will he be beyond the reach of the judg-
ment of the country if he personally takes
hold of hix legion of office-holding delegates
to control and manipulate them? Suchs
course is almost necessary, however, if he
would win, Mr. Harrison lacks active and
efficient lieutensuts. All of the skilled
organizers sre on the other side. Secretary
Elkine snd Consul Genernl New are
the only thorough manipulators left to
him, snd FElkins is silenced by his
office, as New ghould be under the
President’s orders.  But New will be on
the ground ai Minneapolis and will have
charge of the President’s eause.

The Ex-Senator Beaten Three to One
in the Second District.

WON'T GO INTO THE CONVENTION,

But Promises Some Revelations Within the
Next Ten Days.

STEEL IS IN THE LEAD OF BARCAFIELD-

Yesterday's Republican primaries re.
sulted in & sweeping victory for the regular
candidates. Ex-Senator Rutan's political

ghenv. Senator Steel was renominated in
the Forty-fifth district. Marshall and Me-
Donald best Rutan and Cruikshank by
about three to one in the Second Legislative
district. Muehlbronnerand Wertheimer won
over Robison and Harbison in the First
district by about the same majority. Stew-
art is also a winner in the Eighth, and the
regular men claim election in the Seventh.
There was no contest in any ot the others.

The principal defeat was that of ex-Sena-
tor Rutan. He says he is not cast down
but will continue his fight, and promises
some sensational developments within the
next ten days. He claims he is backed by
the best citizens, and declares this is the last
victory of the Hunter faction. The ex-Sen-
ator represented Dalzell, but all the nomina-
tions were Quay men.

Allegheny City Hall was the head-
quarters of the Quay men and all evening
it was crowded In the City Assessor's
office, Wertheimer and Muehlbronner made
their headquarters. Senator Neeb and the
two candidates occupied themselves from
an early hour in receiving returns. When
they had ascertained that they had won
they ceased receiving returns from dele-
gates and the two eandidstes held an im-
promptu reception.

Benator Quay Sweeps Alleghany.

Their opponents, Harbisowr and Robison,
held forth at the eigarstore of Harbison,
ecorner of Ohio street and Union avenue.

A WATERSPOUT ADDS T0 THE HORROR

ANTRONY, KAN., May 28 —A tornado
swept through the city of Harper last night
at 7:30 o'clock, destroying many lives, in-
juring a large number of people and doing
sn immense amount of peeuniary damage.
The first news of the disaster reached hera
this morning when a train came from there
in search of help for the stricken town., A
special train was at once made up, and with
physicians and nurses aboard, started at
one for Harper.

The scene in the devastated town ia one
of ruin and destruciion. Hardly a build-
ing in the entire town escaped demolition,
and the place is strewn with debris from
end to end. It is almost & mirscle that
more lives were not lost, as the desth list
containg now oanly seven oames. Many
were seriously injured, and scores received
slight wounds

moved upon it from that direetion. Wher-
ever it struck nothing was able to with.
stand its fury. Its origin seems to have
been just west of Crystal Springs In ita
course iz mruck that village aad eompletaly
demolished it. No definite news of the loss
of lite, it there was any, has been received
here, us all communication by wire was cut
ofl. The relief train, that proceeded to
Harper from here went on to Crystal
Springs, and may retura to-night with the
detaila

From Crysial Springs the storm swept
with terrible force over the country in tha
direction of Harper, earrying evervthing
befora if Many barns and farm houses
were blown down, but it is not known that
any lives are lost. Ia the town of Harper
the destruction is almost complete. Only
two houses in the center of the town remain
uninjured. The total loss aggregates about
$500,000, on which there is less than §15,000
cyclone insuranee,

The Devaatation at Welllngton,

This is the same storm which worlked
such devastation in Wellingion. It also
struck Argonia, where seven persons are
reported killed. At Wellington the storm
eame from the southwest and approsched
the city with a rolary motion, appearing to
he some distapcs over the town, en it
reached there it descended npon the center
of the city with sppalling force; suddenly
lifted, sucking everything into its grasp,
and as suddenly dropped.
